es are eauipped with beda, a kitehen,
lockers; hot and cold water and eles-
tric nand gas appliances Ineluding il-
lumination.

Another affords sleeping accommo-
dations for nurses and doctors while
another Is a complete  operating
room. Hundreds of detalls through-
out the moving hospital are supplied
from the latest knowledge of hospi-
tal and surgical supplles, If neces-
sary it dan be sidetracked st an iso-
lated waystation near a battle front
ui be employed as a statlonry hos-
pital.

A foint commitlee of the leading
rallways of France and England su-
perintended the construction of the
traln at Birmingham,

tal of London."

In thiae Duchesg of Connought's Ca-
nadian Red Cross hespltal at Cliven-
don Wood, on the Thames, scores of
nurees and 42 doctors from Canadi-
an and Amerlean citles care for the
Canadian “Indians" as they come
wounded and torn from the battle-
flelds across the channel.

They are glven the open
air treatment as soon as possible,
and most any day can be found a
fleet of roliing beds flanking a foot-
ball field nearby, where slmon pure
Canadian football is the order.

‘The new hosnital, which is being
enlarzed to care for 500 patients, is
regarded as a model of hospitals in
It 18 equipped with light,
alry operating rooms, medican and
surgleal stores, labratorles and x-ray
room,s embracing all the latest in
medical solence.
